Many .s;cnf rations of ^mdu.tte.i of 
"bo'h the Faculties of .•\rt< and .\pplicd 
Science at McCiill Uni\Trsity wll learn 
with regret of the death ui Mr. Edward 
Artllc}-, Assistanit Curator of the RtJ- 
path Museum and Demonstrator in Gto- 
log,, , at McGill Univ.ffsi'.y, which took 
place at his residence ci Japu;iry lltii. 

iVr. .'\rdiey was bor:i ■■u Kent, Eng- 
laiid, and came «o Oinada when 17 years 
of age. While in England lie learned his 
tntdc as a brush-mikcr, hut on commg 
l.i Cr.nada adopted the oci'itpation of ::ls 
fat. or. ihn-t oi .t I'Prd'P-:. in v.h.ich 
catjacify he served the late Sir William 
Dawson, tJicn Prindapl of McGill Uni- 
vers ily a.^ well as other persons Uving 
about the Uniwr-nty grounds. 

He was always much in<ereEi'ecl in na. 
tural science and when the Rcdpatii 
Museum was built was engaged as 
caretaker of the new building, in which 
capadty he as5i.<ited in moving the col- 
lections and setting them up in the :iew 
quarters. He became a close student of 
the naitural history collection^ of l!ic 
Museum and acquired a remarkably de- 
tailed knowledge of the exhibits and' 
was of much assistance to the .<itudenl.- 
of the University when studying in the 
Museum. 

He was later appointed .■Vssi.'itain Cu- 
rtor of the Redpaïh MH.^cnm and twr. 
j ears. ago was aippointed demonstral.-.r 
in Gcolog^'. 

He was connected with the Univcrsitx 
for almost exactly 40 years. 

Toward the (îiid or Decnn.ber he was 
found to be sufferin? from internal 
trouble Vi'liich necessitated a serious op- 
eration. "This was carried out suc- 
cessfully, Iué: a few days later soirK;

"Scientific Progress and Religious 
Belief 'will be the subject of an address 
by Professor Roger D. Mcrrimaii, M. 
r\., Ph. 1>, of Ifervard University, at 
a i)uhlic meeting in the Church of the 
Messiah, Sherbrooke Street VVest and 
Simpson Street, at 8.15 p.m., next Sun- 
day.

"Our Governors" was proposed by 
Rc\-. T. W. Jones. He spoke of 
various humorous definitions of the 
word "governor," and paid a tribute 
io their efficient conduction of college 
affairs. Mr. John Dmi'gall, in reply, 
i-taicd that the work of the gfovcrnors 
■hail been left mainly. in tilic'hands " of 
Mr. Gurd. but that no one need worry 
ong as this was the ease. He 
touched upon the great need , for 
Christianity in thé world to-day, and 
also of the need for co-operation 
among the modern churchcsv Mr. 
Murphy proposed the toast to "Our 
Forward" movement, -which was re- 
plied to by Rev. Frank Day. He said 
a few words about the forward move- 
ment. i'hcn"'<ontludea: by^isaying that 
the' calling of the ministry -afforded 
one of the most satisfying means of 
service in the world to-day. 

"Our Guests" was iproposed byi 
Judge Leet, and responded to by 
Prof. Best. Prof. Best spoke. of- the 
approaching union of the churches, 
and istated that the spirit of democ- 
racy so evident in Congregationalism' 
would be its greatest contribution to 
church union. Rev.' Geo. Adam pro 
,posed the toast to "Our Students." 
He dwelt at length on the critical 
spirit of «tudcnts, especially divinity 
students, and spoke of the tendency 
towards "proiip thinking" among stu- 
dents. The student should avoid this, 
he said, because in the great world 
he will" have to think things out: for 
himself. ■ . 

Mr H. N. Jackson, as Senior stu- 
dent, read and presented to Mr. Giird 
a poem appropriate to the occasion, 
then Mr. .^.,K. McMinn replied to the 
toast. 

11c spoke of, the things which col- 
lege could do for students, and of 
those things which it cotild not do 
for \hcn\. He said that he believed 
that the spirit of crili^cisni was es- 
sential in the search for truth, hut 
deplored the .cNistcnce of group think- 
ing or 'eriticism mcintioncd by Rev. 
George ,\dam. 

The programme was lirnught to a 
close by the singing of "Auld Lang 
Syne." A hearty cheer was given for 
Mr. and Urs. Curil, the McGill y#ll. 
ustily given by the ,students ■of-i-.thc 
college, awoke the echoes in the old 
building, and thus was this annual 
event, which holds an important part 
in the 'life of the college, brought to 
close.

Separate Universities. 

So they suggest that Newnham and 
Girton be pioneers once again. Let 
them set to work to build up a sep 
aratc women's univers.ity. and Cam- 
bridge will assist them, but let them 
desist from their efforts to get a 
share in the management of an essen- 
tially men's institution,, and ^ risk en- 
dangering its officicncy for its owi 
particular work by the introduction 
of changes, which women may justly 
claim for their own advantage. 

It would be rasih to prophesy that a 
woman's university will be the out- 
come of the controversy. The most 
prominent women at Cambridge are 
so far opposed to it. and have not 
scrupled to threaten the men with an 
appeal to a Government commission, 
w^hich is now inquiring into British 
universities. There is a real chance 
that for the sake of State aid Cam- 
bridge may be forced to accept a pol 
icy which its graduates have deliber- 
ately rejected; but there arc certain 
factor.; in the situation which ma.v yet 
result lin a woman's university being 
formed. 

AH education in England .is to-day 
in the melting pot. The universities 
arc CTowdcd, and there is a notable 
increase in the number of women tak- 
ing, college courses, not only among 
those prepared to take, the more .id- 
vanced subjects, for whom Girton and 
Xcwnham nt present aIon'> have cat- 
ered, hut also among Ihc m.iss of 
girls who believe in poiris' on with 
thenr studies, even if they can never 
aspire ito high, honors. The men 
moreover, are askins that the old tra- 
ditional teaching should be ext>anded 
to meet modern needs, and there is 
likely in the next few years to be an 
extraordinary broadening in tlie num- 
ber and character of the subjects 
taught. 

So Cambridge v/omcn may find that 
there are now practical arguments 
against ithem, if they renew their de- 
mands. They may be told that as a 
matter of fact they are not looking 
after all the women for whom a col- 
lege, education would be good, and 
that ihey are helping to overcrowd 
lecture-rooms and laboratories, . wihtch 
are already too small to accommodate 
all the men for whom they were built. 
Their one undoubted grievance, hav- 
ing been removed, can no longer be a 
lever to get them full membership in 
the university ,^ and they wilj be urged 
to agree to the <cteve)oi>ment of a new 
institution of their own, 'parallel to, 
but not part of. Cambridge Univer- 
sity. It would be a most interesting 
expcrnnent and nwght result in great 
good to the cause of education in 
general, and the chance ot entering 
on it will be watched closely by some 
of the best friends of the feminist 
movement.

New Haven, Conn.— Yale's under- 
graduate viewpoint of the conclusion 
of President Lowell of Harvard Uni- 
ity that football as an intcrcol- 
cgiates port has been given an em 
phasis out of proportion to its impor- 
tance, as outlined by The Yale Daily 
News, is that any reform in sports 
would have to be brought about grad 
iially. It also says that undergradu 
ate.s and alumni might not be in sym 
pathy with proposed reforms. 

The News, after discussing the 
point.s Miadeb y President Lowell, 
say.4: "Modern football, as at present 
organized, has been the target for 
three principal charges; that of pro- 
fessionalism, of individualism, and of 
commercialism. 

"Unquestionably there iis some 
truth in these accusations. The only 
way they can be silenced at Yale is 
by a radical departure from the tra- 
ditional athletic policy of the univer- 
sity. If national competition is to be 
avoided preliminary games must be 
partially or entirely done away wth; 
if the principle of 'athletics for all' is 
realized, intramural games must be 
siubstituted; and if commercialism is 
to be discouraged, expenses must be 
cut down by carrying the reform in- 
to all brandies of athletics." 

".\ny change — if change is wanted 
— would be merely an attempt to cor- 
rect radical defects in the present or- 
ganization of college athletics. Such 
change would not come immediate- 
ly."

Oxford and Cambridge on the. one hand 
and .American universities and the newer 
scats of learning in Great Britain on the 
other. Oxford and Cambridge arc far 
more democratic. Cambridge, for ex- 
ample, has .no Board of Trustees or 
Governors, distinct from the teaching 
staff and endowed wi'tih autocratic pow- 
ers; it has no President, t!0 lay down 
lines of policy; it is under the direct 
control of its graduates, and all who 
have attained the degree of Master of 
Arts can become members of the Sen- 
a'te, and so have a direct voice in the 
appointment of the various councils, 
.syndicates and offitiaLï by w-hnui the 
actual administration is carried on. 

Consequently,..! f the women iiad been 
adnwtted to degrees on exactly tiie sainc 
basis as men they would also have Lçen 
admitted to a share ht «he management 
of the university and v.'ould have re- 
ceive<l the power to propose Changes in 
the interests of women. It was to avoid 
this that Cambridge, when agreciiig à 
few weeks ago to grant its Newnham 
and Girton sradiiaitos the degrees they 
had earned, laid it down distinctly that 
the degrees were to be merely titular 
and were not to carr>' with them mem- 
bership in the university or a vote in 
the Senaite. It was a compromise, which 
it should be noted Oxford refused when 
it gaw its women a few months ago 
complote equality wth the men, and it 
has brought down on Cambridge the 
gibes of all .tire advanced >ienvnists. of 
Eiigland, 

It wais, it is declared, a des>i>airing 
attempt of reactionary fossils to stem 
the advancing current of the times.
